says: "An experiment made last year by 
myself ,mny not cornel amiss at this time 
with those who grow strawberries. I pro- 
cured half a hogshead, filled it with rain- 
water and put into it one-quarter pound'of 
ammonia, and one-quarter pound of com- 
mon nitre. When the strawberry plants 
were blossoming out I gave them a sprink- 


week, until -the fruit was nearly of .a' size. 
Tbe result was double the amount of fruit 
on those where the liquid was applied, to 
where none of the liquid was applied." 


Within a few years the popular taste has 


again brought to notice, not the old-fash- 
ioned single hollyhock, winch, however, is 
worthy of a'place in any garden, but the 
double German* hollyhock, which, in rich- 
ness of color, outvies the dahjia. In.Bos- 
ton|and vicinity the florists find that a large 
demand exists.for them, and many intrq- 


ing from finest white to' darkest- purple. 
They can be raised from seeds, but they 
require great attention, and it is cheaper* to 
procure roots. The hollyhock is a gross 
feeder, and seems to thrive on rich manure 
placed within convenient reach of tbe 
roots. Trench the ground for them 2 feet 
pc 21 feet deep. 'Place a good laser of 
manure'at the bottom of the trencn, and 
another about 9 inches or 1 foot deep. The 
roots will" have searched every particle of 
this manure before the flowers open, and 
the plants will.thus be furnished With 
sufficient itamina to bring them to a high 
state of perfection. 


If one will observe when the cows choose 


to lie down in the yard, or pasture, it will 
be seen that they choose the bare ground, 
rather than the 'eod or bedding of straw. 
The same is true of sheep. We have taken 
this bint, and'furnished tbe cow-stables 
with dry earth bedding. Leaves and straw, 
are poor absorbents in comparison. In tbe 
pig-pens dry earth has'no equal. In very 
cold weather we add straw or leaves, but 
until the Weather., is .very cold the animals 
will be-more comfortable with a bed of 
fresh soil, or with soil changed Once a fort- 
night or week. In the chicken-house we 
have learned its great value as a deodor- 
izer. Our roosts are over • a -sloping floor, 
on which we occasionally scatter dry earth. 
The droppings roll .down into a pile of dry 
earth. This Is turned over with a shovel 
each week or oltener, and we can say the 
chicken-house is free from any offensive 
odor, and the bright combs and glossy 
feather j tell |Of the health of tbe fowls.. 
Cry earth is a good preventive, too, of ver- 
min on cattle, pigs and poultry. It must 
be'procured at a dry time, and stored un- 
der shed or in the .stables. -It riot .only

We were also 
introduced, to Frederick the Great, to 
Kaiser Wilhelm, to "Our Fritz," to Bis- 
marck,rand to others of Germany's best 
and greatest men; and by the-Jalismanic 
power of the photographer's-art we pene- 
trated Into the boudoirs'.of the Queens 
and Princesses .of the German Empire; we 
entered the dining halls of royalty, and 
feasted our plebeian eyes upon tbe patri- 
cian luxuries of the favored children of 
royalty. We also- sailed' up the historic 
Ebine, and heard repeated the legends 
with which the ruined castles on its tower- 
ing; embankments are invested. .Potsdam 
and Sans-Soucl, full of beauty and historic 
interest, had for us an indescribable charm. 
The city of Berlin, witb its magniacent res- 
idences, public buildings and wonderful 
works of art, held our closest attention and 
excited oor admiration tbat art and ener- 
gy could so overcome seemingly .Insnr-, 
monntable obstacles as to convert a sandy 
waste Into, one of the nvo*8t beautiful cities 
in the world. One of'the most Interesting 
objects claiming the attention of the au- 
dience was tbe .famous structure of Athe- 
nian architecture known as Y 
balle; 


within whose magnificent walls of costly 
stone are preserved the marble statutes of 
tbe statesmen,' poets, authors, warriors,
